NOTHING IN MEASURE 
TO DISTURB BUSINESS, 
SAYS CHAIRMAN LEVER 


President Could Fix Prices, 

Govern Production, Pre- 
vent Hoarding, Regulate 
Exchanges and Railroads, 
Prevent “Dumping” and 
Limit Liquor-Making. 


Washington, May %-—Absolute au- 
thority to regulate in its discretion the 


production, distribution and prices of 
food and other necessities during the 
war was asked of congress today by 
the administration. 

In a sweeping bill introduced with 
administration approval by Chairman 
Lever, of the house agricultural com- 
mittee, it is proposed to empower the 
president to take these measures when- 
ever in his opinion the national emer- 
gency shall require: 

To fix maximum and minimum 
prices for food, clothing, fuel and 
other necessities, and the articles 
required for their production: 

To prescribe regulations to gov- 
erm the production of these com- 
mod@ities, and, ‘if necessary, to 
requisition the producing factories, 

mines or other establishments; 

To compel holders of necessities 
to release them in amounts insur- 
ing equitable distribution; 

To regulate exchanges in such a 
way as to eliminate market manip- 
ulation; 

To compel railroads to give pref- 
erence to the movement of neces- 
sities; 

To levy such importation duties 
as he finds necessary to prevent 
excessive “dumping” of foreign 
products; and 

To impose limitations or prohibi- 
tions upon the use of grain in the 
manufacture of liquor. 

To Regulate Grades. 

in addition the secretary of agricul- 
ture would be empowered to establish 
standard food grades, to license and 
control the manufacture, storage and 
Gistridution of foods, to prescribe: the 
percentage of flour to be milled from 


wheat, and to regulate the mixing of | 


wheat flour with other flour in the 
making of bread and other food. 

Mr. Lever declared there was noth- 
ing in the measure to disturb legitis 
mate business activities, because “it is 
hoped that the mere conferring of the 
more extreme new powers will be suf- 
ficient without its becoming necessary 
to exercise them.” 

It is Known that officials hold the 
same view. 

The bill is supplemental! to the ad- 
ministration food measure introduced 
in the house earlier in the week, pro- 
viding for a survey of the country’s 
food resources and conferring certain 
powers to prevent food speculation. 
This measure was ordered favorably 
reported from the agricultural com- 
mittee today after the committee had 
reduced the appropriation carried from 
$26,000,000 to approximately $20,000,000 
and had eliminated a section author- 
izing the secretary of agriculture to 
order the immediate sale of any food 
in such condition that unless promptly 
disposed of it will become unfit for use.

Vawter, the defense suddenly began 
introducing witnesses today to prove 
Vawter insane when he wrote the let- 
ters. Several physicians testified that 
Vawter apparently was unbalanced at 
the time. 

The climax of Mrs. Vawter’s testimony 
came late today when she related hap- 
penings immediately prior to and fol- 
lowing the shooting. After Heth had 
been shot, she testified, Vawter said: 

“T have avenged the family honor 
and I will go to trial with my lips 
sealed to protect your honor.” 

“You will not,” Mrs. Vawter said she 
told her husband; “I will atone for my 
past sins by baring myself to save 
you,” 

Heth Dogged Her Tracks. 

Mrs. Vawter told a dramatic story of 
her home life at Blacksburg. Going 
back to May, 1916, she asserted that 
‘Heth had begun “dogging her tracks,” 
always plying her with liquor. Once 
she said her husband, seeing her emer- 
‘ging from Heth’s room, denounced the 
| guest and a few minutes later Heth 
| brought Vawter into his bedroom, ap- 
parently unconscious, 

The witness told of another occasion 
when Vawter saw Heth trying to em- 
brace her. Vawter again denounced 
Heth, and later Heth again brought 
| Vawter into his room and put him to 
bed. On the following morning she 
said she found finger prints on her hus- 


band’s throat. 

On’ the night of the tragedy, Mrs. 
Vawter said Heth was in the Vawter 
home when she and her husband re- 
After drinking all retired. 
She was awakened when she heard her 
little child coughing. She went to the 
hallway to get medicine and heard Heth 
eall her. “Come in,” she quoted Heth 
as saying: “I want to talk to you.” 

“I will not,” she said she answered. 
Heth then caught her arm, she said, 
and she resisted.

FARMERS OF STATE 
ARE ASKED 10 BID 
UN ARMY SUPPLIES 


Major Robert B. Powers, 
Southeastern Supply Quar- 

+ termaster, Is Prepared to 
Deal Direct With Pro- 
ducers. 


PLANTERS ARE INVITED 
TO REGISTER AT DEPOT 


[Offers of Supplies Not 
Wanted, But When Need- 
ed All Who Are Register- 
ed Will Be Notified. 


The new army supply depot which 
has been established in Atlanta, in 
charge of Major Robert B. Powers, 
depot quartermaster, will receive bids 
on supplies direct from Georgia farm- 
ers, Major Powers announced Thurs- 
day. 

This insures a market for a very con- 
siderable portion of Georgia’s food 
crops, and that without the so-called 
“middleman” getting his “take-out” on 
the transfer. 

Major Powers’ announcement was in 
answer toinquiry upon the point. He 
stated that the Atlanta depot will be 
more than pleased to receive bids -+-from 
Georgia farmers, and that he sees no 
reason why a considerable amount of 
business cannot be transacted directly 
between the supply depot and the 
farmer. 

This does not mean that the farmer 
is being preferred as against the job- 
ber or broker, but that the farmen is 
ladmitted to compete for contracts on 
equal terms with the broker. If, by 


{reason of his being the source of origin 


of the produce, he can offer a better 
price to fhe government or get a bet- 
ter margin of profit from the govern- 
ment than from his local dealer, who 
must re-sell at a profit, the direct deal 
is so much the more advantageous to 
both the farmer and the government. 
The amount of business the farmer 
will do with the Atlanta “e ly depot 
will depend entirely upon s ability 
to meet the specifications set forth in 
the bids that will be called for and 
the price he is able to quote in com- 
petition with other bidders. 
Farmers Must Register. 

Major Powers stated that farmers 
who wish to submit bids to the depot 
should file their names with him at 
once, stating what they will have to 
offer in the way of food supplies, and 
whenever the depot issues a call for 
bids, these calls will be sent to such 
farmers as have registered with the 
depot quartermaster. 

No green supplies can be handled by 
the depot. 

Farmers desiring to compete for con- 
tracts to furnish supplies to the supply 
depot should send their notification of 
such desire to the following address: 

Major Robert B. Powers, depot quar- 
termaster, Atlanta, Ga. 

Not onl@ is Major Powers willing to 
have the individual Georgia farmer 
compete for government contracts, but 
in cases where a farmer has but a small 
amount of foodstuffs to offer, Major 
Powers is willing to receive bids from 
any club of farmers or community or- 
ganization through which the supplies 
available from a number of small farms 
can be offered. 

Major Powers suggested also that a 
similar method might be used by farm- 
ers’ wives or girls’ canning clubs in 
offering their canned goods. 


Combination Suggested. 

“When we need 10,000 or 20,000 cans 
of tomatoes, for instance,” stated Major 
Powers, “we could hardly afford to 
consider the several hundred cans that 
some individual farmers’ wife might 
have on hand, but if this , housewife 
should combine with half a dozen oth- 
ers and offer us a considerable num- 
ber of cans, we could certainly talk 
business. More than that, the quality 
of such ‘home canned’ goods, I am sure, 
would be very wholesome and very ap- 
petizing. The same sort of a system 
might be employed by your girls’ can- 


ning clubs.” 

Major Powers desires it understood 
that the depot does not desire any of- 
fers of supplies and cannot consider 
any such offers until it has sent out a 
call for bids, and that supplies offered 
on such a call for bids must conform to 
the specifications and conditions set 
forth in the call. It is for this reason 
that farmers who wish to offer their 
produce should file their names now, so 
that calls for bids may be mailed to 
them in due course of time. 

While it is not possible to state def- 
initely ahead of a call for bids what 
the specifications will be, it is reason- 
able to expect that such specifications 
will not materially differ from present 
specifications, some of which are as 
follows:

Although the full alloted quota of 
40,000 men probably will be enrolled 
in the officers’ training camps when 
they open May 15, there still is “plenty 
‘of room for men of the right quali- 
ties,” the war department announced 
tonight. 

In a statement saying that each of 
the sixteen camps seemed assured of 
its full allotment of 2,500 applicants 
for commissions, the department ap- 
pealed for further recruits among men 
of proven ability, and pointed out that 
the camps, while designed primarily 
to train officers for the great war 
army, would provide excellent oppor- 
tunities for civilians to work their way 
into the line of the regular army. 

“The difficulties of administration in 


the selection of candidates are being 


adjusted,” said the statement. “The 
question of pay for the men in training 
is expected to be settled shortly by 
congress, with provision for regular 
pay for reserve officers anid $100 a 
month for candidates.

guns and rifles against powerful coun- 
tercattacks. — 

Berlin asserts that the British attempt 
to break through the German line fail- 
ed under heavy casualties. Thé British 
war office makes no claim that the 
troops of Field Marshal Haig pierced 
the German front, but it does assert 
that west of Queant and near Cherisy 
goodly salients were driven into the line 
and that the village of Fresnoy and 
enemy positions north and south of the 
village on a front of two miles and a 
trench system north of Oppy were cap- 
tured and held by the British. 

The taking of Fresnoy, which fell to 
the lot of the intrepid Canadians, who 
thus are shown to have pushed back 
the German line four miles since their 
gallant capture of the Vimy ridge, gives 
them the added honor of having cut 


their way through the famous Hinden- ~ 


burg line.

Chile and Germany,’ accompanying the 
statement with a copy of Foreign Min- 
ister Huidobro’s note warning Ger- 
many that Chile could not submit to 
the submarine campaign restrictions. 

Neither the ambassador nor the de- 
partment had advices to confirm cable 
reports that the Chilean minister at 
Berlin had demanded his passports. 
They thought the situation between 
the two countries had not reached the 
breaking point. 


BRAZIL HOVERING 
ON BRINK OF WAR, 

New York, May 3.—(By Associated 
Press From Cables of the Day.)—Bra- 
zil has drawn one step nearer to war 
with Germany and today is one of the 
three countries who are hovering on 
the brink of the maelstrom which has 
convulsed two-thirds of the world. 
Norway and China are the two other 
countries which may shortly be added 
to the ever-lengthening list of Ger- 
many’s foes 

Two events have happened in Brazil 
which may easily form the impetus to 
the last remaining step on the road to 
war. 

Dr. Auro Muller, Brazilian foreign 
minister, has tendered his resignation 
on the eve set for the Brazilian con- 
gress to decide whether the republic 
shall draw its sword. 

Dr. Muller has been persistently re- 
ported as if not actually pro-German, 
at least a firm opponent of hostilities 
between Brazil and the Teutonic em- 
pire. His resignation coincides with 
an order by President Braz detaining 
the dismissed German minister. The 
order was issued on receipt of news 
from Berlin that the Brazilian minister 
in Germany had been refused permis- 
sion to leave the country. 

The possibility of Norway’s entrance 
into the ranks of the allies is based on 
the havoc wrought among the Nor- 
wegian mercantile marine by German 
submarines. Norway, prior to the war, 
fourth among the world’s seafaring 
nations, has suffered so heavily from 
the ravages of the U-boats that her 
shipping is actually threatened with 
extinction. The bitterness among the 
Norwegians over German war methods 
is growing rapidly, and many voices 
are urging that she could not be worse 
off as a belligerent and might find 
compensation if peace found her in the 
lists with the entente. 

All reports from China agree that the 
advocates of war are in a majority at 
Pekin, but apparently the president is 
still reluctant to take the fateful step. 
It has been reported that Japan was 
unwilling that China should enter the 
struggle, but the Japanese foreign of- 
fice has officially denied this. 


GERMAN CHANCELLOR 
VIOLENTLY ATTACKED. 

In the meantime the entire situation 
in Burope remains obscure through 
conflicting reports and the extraordina- 
ry efforts of the censors, especially in 
the realms of the central powers. The 
only definite fact in regard to the con- 
ditions in Germany is that a political 
crisis exiets and that the antagonism 
betweén the parties has blazed out 
with a violence unknown since the be- 
ginning of the war. Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg is the target for all 
shafts, but apparently can reply only 
on a lukewarm support from the mod- 
erate socialiets. There is no light 
whatever on the strike situation, and 
no reliable news of any kind from 
Austria. 


PRO-GERMAN MINISTER 
OF .BRAZIL RESIGNS, 

Rio Janeiro, May 2.—Dr. Lauro Mul- 
ler has tendered President Braz his 
resignation as minister of foreign af- 
fairs. The government has. received 
information that the Brazilian minis- 
ter to Germany has been ordered de- 
tained in Berlin, and has ordered the 
detention of <Adolpf Pauli, German 
minister to Brazil, who ig on his way 
to . Uruguay. 


Dr. Lauro Muller has been bitterly 
criticised in Brazil since the relations 
between the republic and Germany first 
became acute on the ground that he 
was pro-German in his sympathies. 
His opponents accused him of using 
his influence to prevent a breach of 
relations between Brazil and Germany 
and demanded his resignation. Dr: 
Muller was first appointed foreign min- 
ister in February, 1912, and even at 
that time was attacked as being too 
friendly to Germany, an accusation ap- 
parently based, in part, at least, on his 
German descent. He is: one of the 
best-known statesmen in South Amer- 
ica, and has made several visits to the 
United States. 

Adoipf Pauli, German minister to 
Brazil, was handed his passports by 
the Brazilian government on April 18. 
On April 29 handed over the care of 
German interests to the Dutch minis- 
ter, and a special train was provided 
by the Brazilian authorities to take 
him and his staff to Uruguay. He

GERMAN CHANCELLOR . 
SHARPLY ATTACKED. . 

Copenhagen, May 3.—-(Via London.)— 
Such German newspapers as are now 
permitted to reach here indicate that 
the campai against Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Holiweg is again in full 
swing. The conservatives, although in- 
sisting that the other parties observe a 
political truce in the interests of the 
fatherland, have adopted a set of reso- 
lutions sharply attacking the chancel- 
lor and censuring the government for 
weakness and yacillation on the peace 
question and in dealing with the strike 
agitation. 

The resolutions express grief and 
concern at the steadily growing influ- 
internal questions which daily grow 
more lively and of broader dimensions. 


Dissatisfaction Growing. 


The correspondent says that dissatis- 
faction with the government’s policy 
te growing in all directions and that 
its reticence on peace terms is bein 
used to sharpen mutual suspicions an 
the antagonisms of the parties. The so- 
cialist leaders, he continues, do not hes- 
itate to explain and justify the latest 
strike movement on the grounds of the 
delay in reforming the Prussian fran- 
chise. On the other hand, the pan- 
German reactionaries stop at nothing to 
prevent the formation of a majority 
party capable of realizing the needed 
reforms in the body politic. 

The writer declares that the national 
liberals are coquetting with the con- 
servatives and that the opportunist 
clerical center is intent only on a pres- 
‘“ervation of its own influence. His 
picture of the situation at the open- 
ing of the reichstag is, in other words, 
one of general strife :in which each 
man’s hand is against every other, a 
condition promising an _ illuminating 
parliamentary discussien on all the 
questions. This condition probably ex- 
plains the decision of the socialists. 
whom their opponents accuse of hav- 
ing captured the chancellor, to postpone 
the proposed interpellation on peace 
and perhaps put the brakes on a dis- 
cussion of the problems of political re- 
form. 

The Berlin Vorwaerts in an editorial 
signed by Herr Landsberg, a socialist 
deputy, attempts to convince the work- 
men of the necessity of going easy with 
reforms until peace is secured. 

The no-indemnity plank of the social- 
ist peace platform has been selected by 
his opponents for their heaviest attack 
against Phillip Scheidemann. The 
workmen are told that ruin for the em- 
pire and penury for themselves are cer- 
tain unless a heavy indemnity ex- 
acted. Otherwise, they are informed,

BERLIN AND VIENNA 
, REPORTED IN ACCORD. 


London,:May 3.—The conferences 
that have been held in Vienna between 
Count von ee the Bavarian pre- 
mier, and Count ernin, the Austro- 
Hungarian foreign minister, show that 
a perfect agreement continues between 
Berlin and Vienna regarding questions 
of peace, according to a semi-official 
telegram from Vienna forwarded by the 
Exchange Telegraph correspondent at 
at Amsterdam. 

The Vienna cabinet, adds the mes- 
Sage, realizes that German newspaper 
criticisms are merely expressions of 
private opinion, and it “insists that Ger- 
many and Austria must hold together to 
the end, as otherwise no good will ac- 
crue for either power in the future.” 

A Budapest telegram quotes the Pes- 
ter Lioyd as saying that Count Tisza, 
the Hungarian premier, has offered 
seats in the cabinet to Counts Moritz 
Esterhazy and Stephen Bethlen, Count 
Esterhazy to deal with the policy to be 
adopted in the transitional period after 
peace is declared, and Count Bethlen 
to deal with the rebuilding of Transyl- 
vania.

It is 
limited to the period of the war and 
a sufficient time thereafter for read- 
justment. It is based on the war clause 
of the constitution and is applicable 
throughout the country, irrespective of 
state lines. 

“The purposes are to stimulate pro- 
ductio to reduce waste, to clear the 
channels of distribution, to prevent 
hoarding, to assure fair prices, to elim-

The president is empowered to effect 
preference movements by common car- 
riers in order to assure an adequate and 
continuous supply of necessaries.

“Power is granted to compel holders 
to disgorge and put on the market nec- 
essaries held by them in excess of 
amounts reasonably needed to supply 
their legitimate individual or business 
requirements for a reasonable time. 
The president may regulate exchanges 
including their practices, quotations 
and the like, so as to avoid their em- 
ployment as instrumentalities to effect 
unjust market manipulations, injurious 
speculation and undue enhancement of 
prices. 

Can Fix Minimum Price. 

“The president is empowered to fix 
minimum prices, assuring fair and just 
returns to producers or owners, when- 
ever in an emergency he finds such ac- 
tion essential in order to encourage 
greater production. In such case the 
government wiN guarantee producers of 
necessaries within the United States, 
who act in reliance upon the guarantee, 
that they will receive not less than the 
minimum price prescribed for their 
products. 

“The bill also contains an anti-dump- 
ing clause. This vests power in the 
president to find what rates of duty on 
the importation of necessaries for 
which minimum prices have been pre- 
scribed, are required to prevent flood- 
ing of the American market with such 
excessive importations as to defeat the 
practical operation of the minimum 
price plan. When he determines these 
rates, by force of the statue itself, they 
go into immediate effect. 

Whenever the president shall find 
that an emergenc exists requiring 
such action he is also empowered to fix 
maximum prices of necessaries, if es- 
sential, in order to prevent extortion. 
If a maximum price for any particular 
necessaries be established, it is made 
unlawful thereafter to deal in the ar- 
ticle at a higher price. 

‘The secreta of agriculture is au- 
thorized to establish and enforce stan- 
dards for grades of food, food mate- 
rials, feeds, seeds, other agricultural 
products and fertilizers, and for the ca- 
pacity of their receptacles: also to re- 
quire proper labeling so as to prevent 
deception.

Sends Note Assuring Allies 
There Will Be No Slacken- 
ing in Conduct of War. 


Petrograd, May 3.—(Via London.)— 
The Russian provisional government 
has sent to the Russian representative 
in the entente allied countries a note 


assuring the allies that the change in 
government in Russia cannot afford a 
pretext for any slackening on the part’ 
of Russia in the common struggle of 
all the entente allies. The note, which 
is dated May 1, and signed by Foreign 
Secretary Milukoff, instructs the va- 
rious diplomatic representatives to the 
allied countries to transmit the fol- 
lowing communication: 

“The provisional government of Rus- 
sia published on April 27 a manifesto 
to Russian citizens wherein it explain- 
ed the views of the government of Rus- 
sia as regards the objects to be attain- 
ed in the war. The minister of for- 
eign affairs instructs me to commu- 
nicate to you the contents of the doc- 
ument referred to and to add the fol- 
lowing considerations: 

In Entire Accord. 

“Our enemies have striven lately to 
sow discord among our allies by propa- 
gating absurd reports regarding the al- 
leged intention of Russia to conclude 
a separate peace with the central pow- 
ers. The text of the document annexed 
will form the best refutation of such 
intention. The general principles there- 
in enunciated by the provisional gov- 
ernment are in entire agreement with 
the ideas which have been expressed 
repeatedly up to quite recently by em- 
inent statesmen of the allied coun- 
tries. 

“These principles were expressed lu- 
cidly also in the words of the president 
of our ally, the great overseas repub- 


lic. The Russian government under 
the old regime certainly was not pre- 
pared to appreciate and share these 
ideas as to the liberating character of 
the war, the establishment of a stable 
basis for pacific co-operation of na- 
tions, the freedom of oppressed peo- 
ples, etc., but emancipated Russia can 
use language which will be understood 
by modern democracies and hasten to 
add her voice to that of her allies. 


To Be no Slackening. 


“The declaration of the provisional 
government being imbued with the new 
spirit of free democracy naturally can- 
not afford the least pretext for assump- 
tion that the demolition of the old 
structure has entailed any slackening 
on the part of Russia in the common 
struggle of all the allies. On the con- 
trary, the nation’s determination to 
bring the world war to a decisive vic- 
tory has been accentuated owing to the 
sense of responsibility which is shared 
by all in general and each one of us in 
particular.

United States May Send. Entire | 


Output of Rails and Roll- 
ing Stock Abroad. 


Washington, May 3.—Curtailment of 
passenger train service and shipment 
of the country’s entire output of roll- 
ing stock and rails to the allies, were 
forecast today by Daniel Willard in 
a speech before the National Defense 
conference of governors and represent- 
atives of state defense councils. 

Already, Mr. Willard said, the fed- 
eral council’s general railroad board is 
working on a plan for readjusting 
schedutes. Other nations at war, he 
said, have discontinued passenger 
schedules entirely, but the American 
government hopes to bring the rail- 
roads to their highest point of effi- 
ciency by eliminating duplication and 
reducing the number of passenger 
trains as far as possible without in- 
the public. 

Of the 14,000 passenger train loco- 
motives in the United States, the rail- 
road board hopes to release 4,000 for 


‘freight trains. 


“It is vital that France and Russi& 
have locomotives and cars,” said Mr. 
Willard. We will have to furnish 
them. How can we do it? We can do 
it by getting along with what equip- 
ment we have and by putting into 
force measures of greater railway 
economy. 

“The. general railroad board of the 
defense council, comprised of five rail- 
way presidents, who are operating the 
country’s lines as one continental sys- 
tem, is working on these measures now. 
By reducing the time allowed shippers 
to load and unload cars we will save 
245,000 freight cars for one trip a year. 
Germany has reduced the loading and 
unloading time limit to six hours. We 
can reduce our present limit from 48 
to 24 hours and, although it will cause 
some inconvenience, it is in the inter- 
est of all the people.”

Washington; May 3.—Plans for a 
great national service reserve made up 
of men not subject to draft into the 
army and of women already approved 
by the war department, were submit- 
ted to the council of national defense 
today at a conference of the council 
with state governors and representa- 
tives of state defense councils. 

Members of the reserve would be 


available for _ any service they could] 


perform for the government. 

The plans were presented by George 
Wharton Pepper, a representative of 
the Pennsylvania state defense council 
and chairman of a national committee 
of patriotic and defense societies. 


The reserve would be headed by @ 
board of nine nationally known men, 
which would operate through a nation- 
al committee of members from all the 
states. Under the national committee 
there would be state and district com- 
mittees and in Washington a perma- 
nent headquarters committee would sit 
to carry on administrative work. 

Membership on the board of nine has 
been tentatively accepted, it was stat- 
ed, by former President Taft, Major 
General George W. Goethals and Henry 
L. Stimson, former secretary of war. 

The purposes of the organization as 
outlined to the defense council, would 
be to furnish any military or civil 
service which could not be performed 
by enlisted men, to aid in recruiting, 
to work under any private employer 
engaged on government contracts, or On 
farms and to supply the army and 
navy. When not in active service, re- 
serve members could aid in home de- 
fense. They would be given compen- 
sation for the time spent in govern- 
ment service. 

The defense council today gave the 
governors and state representatives an 
outline of a program for satate assist- 
ance to the federal government in the 
conduct of the war. They were told 
that state defense councils could do 
these things: 

Promote patriotic spirit and educate 
the people to the magnitude of the task 
ahead, aid in recruiting the national 
guard, assist in carrying out the en-

URGES HG. HASTINGS 


Don’t Make It Merely a Spring 
Spurt, He Advises At- 
lanta Gardeners. 


“Do not let your garden work become 
‘merely a spring spurt, but keep it up 


‘as nearly all the year round as possi- 


ble,” was the advice of H. G. Hastings, 
president of the Georgia Chamber of 
Commerce, to Atlanta’s gardeners at the 
fifth session of the agricultural school 
held in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives at the capitol, under the aus- 
pices of the National League for Wom- 
an’s Service, Thursday afternoon. 

Mr. Hastings laid this injunction upon 
Atlanta’s gardeners most urgently, after 
having explained to them the food sit- 
uation as it appears in prospect as soon 
as the war pians of the United States 
go into effect, cutting off the supply 
of foodstuffs which the south has hith- 
erto ‘been buying from other sections of 


the country. 

Not only will the situation in the 
south be acute then, unless the south 
grows her own foodstuffs, but the,con- 
dition is likely to hold for a year of two 
after the war is over. 

“In view of this prospective condi- 
tion,” said Mr. Hastings, “it is necessary 
for Georgia to grow her own foodstuffs, 
and the gardener should not stop his 
work as soon as the crop of vegetables 
from the gpring planting is over. It is 
imperative that a sustained effort be 
made—that the garden be made as near- 
ly an all-the-year institution as pos- 
sible. As soon ag the spring plantings 
are gathered, gardeners should go right 
on planting seasonable garden crops 
right on up until winter. The next 
crops and other crops which can be 
cured or canned will be invaluable next 
winter. No more patriotic service can 
be rendered than to keep this work up.” 

Mr. Hastings outlined the various 
crops which can be planted as‘the sea- 
son advances and gave advice as to 
how best to cultivate and care for such 
crops. The meeting was most enthusi- 
astic, and Mr. Hastings was continually 
plied with questions. 

The other principal speaker of the 
afternoon was Dr. Skinner, of the ani- 
mal husbandry department of the state 
college of agriculture, of Athens, who 
spoke upon the dairy industry. 

Dr. Skinner urged the closest co-oper- 
ation between the public and the pub- 
lic dairy, pointing out the difficulty 
which now faces the public dairyman in 
supplying the best quality of milk under 
the stress of high prices he must pay 
for feed. Dr. Skinner attributed to the 
high prices of feed and labor the high 
cost of good milk today. 7 

Dr. Skinner also talked upon the care 
of the home cow, giving advice as to the 
kind of cow to select for furnishing the 
home with milk, how to care for the 
cow, what to feed her and how to care 
for the milk. 

Dr. Skinner was also asked many 
questions by people interested in the 
home dairy idea.

Soule, president of the Georgia Col- 
lege of Agriculture, who urged that 
the farmers plant large crops of food, 
raise live stock and do the highest 
patriotic duty they can do in the na- 
tional emergency. 

Dr. Soule declared that the world is 
facin the greatest food shortage in 
its history and President Wilson, a 
son of the south, deemed the situation 
80 serious that he addressed a special 
appeal to the south to raise food- 
stuffs. The south has been buying 
$600,000,000 of foodstuffs per year from 
the west and Georgia’s portion is $85,- 
000,000. 

To live at home Georgia must raise 
this year $30 more food forevery man, 
woman and child in the state. 

“We are patriotic in war, we are 
valiant and I have no fears for Georgia 
on that score,” said the speaker, “but 
this is an unusual kind of patriotism 
that we are called upon to perform.”

Caruso, Alda, Gluck and Hempel seem 
to have felt the sweet touch of early 
spring when they sang their Victor 
records which are just being announc- 
ed, for they have all selected songs ex- 
pressing the lion a i for love, the 
thoughts inspired by the song of birds, 
the spirit of youth and the questionings 
that arise in the heart in the month of 


May. 

Their latest Victor records seem a 
living demonstration of the beauties a 

eat artist discovers and expresses in 
the simpler forms of song. The melody 
of a plain folk song or the tune set 
to lyric verses‘is taken up and glorified 
by the voice and art of a master and 
attains a loveliness one never suspects 
when hearing ordinary interpretations. 
After all, the test of greatness is to 
achieve great things with simpje means, 
and by this test the Victor artists this 
month prove their pre-eminence. 

Caruso sings in French Tchaikow- 
sky's musical setting to Heine’s “Why?”

He also ad- 
dressed a special delivery letter to the 
commission in Chicago, whither it was 
expected to go after M.. Viviani had 
finighed his speech to the house of rep- 
resentatives Thursday, giving further 
details as to Atlanta’s claim for a visit 
and the tremendous reception which 
would be given the commission here. 

In addition to this Mr. Candler wired 
Assistant Secretary of State Breckin- 
ridge Long at Washington asking that 
he use his good influence to have the 
commission visit Atlanta. 

“We will do everything in our power 
to have the French commission visit 
us,” said Mr. Allen last night. “I don't 
believe there is anything that could 
arouse the patriotic ardor of our whole 
state like this. We would give Mar- 
shal Joffre a reception equal in hearti- 
ness and enthusiasm and greatly. su- 
perior in magnitude to the reception 
given LaFayette when he visited this 
country fifty years after the revoly- 
tionary war.”

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The state railroad commission Thurs- 
Gay received from the interstate com- 
merce commission, of Washington, @ 
circular inquiring minutely into condi- 
tions upon which the carriers base their 
Petition for an increase in freight rates 
in the present emergency. 

The questionaire closes with the fol- 
lowing somewhat significant sentence: 

“Carriers should indicate the extent 
to which they are willing to limit the 
rate of dividends to be paid during the 
continuance of the war.”

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VIOLATED BY THE SENATE 


In Rejecting Whipple Nomina- 
tion, Opinion of Congress- 
man Frank Park. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, May 3.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—The senate of the 
United States in rejecting recently the 
nomination of Judge U. V. Whipple, of 
Cordele, who was selected by President 
Wilson for the office of federal district 
judge, acted without constitutional au- 
thority, in the opinion of Representa- 
tive Frank Park, of Georgia. 

He attacked the custom which has 
grown up in the senate of rejecting a 
nominee because of personal objections 
by a single senator. It is subversive 
of the spirit of the constitution, he con- 
tends, since it was the intent of the 
founders that the senate should only re- 
ject a nominee because of his unfitness 
and not because he was not the partisan 
choice of some individual senator. 

The authority exercised by the sen- 
ate in regard to nominees is conferred 
in Article Il., section L, paragraph 2 
of the constitution, which provides that 
the president 

“Shall have power, by and with 
the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, to make treaties, provided two- 
thirds of the senators present con- 
cur, and he shall nominate, and by 
and with the advice and consent of 
the senate, shall appoint ambassa- 
dors, other public ministers and 
consuls, judges of the supreme court 
and all other officers of the United 

States, whose appointments are not 


herein otherwise provided for, and 
which shall be established by law. 


“This language confers upon the sen- 
ate its power and jurisdiction with re- 
spect to the appointment of the public 
officers named,” said Judge Park. “The 
president initiates the appointments by 
nominating to the senate the names of 
the persons and the offices to be filled 
by them, and these nominees may then 
be rejected or confirmed by the senate, 
presumably by a majority. 

A Judicial Function. 

“The action of the senate is almost 
wholly a judicial function,” continued 
Judge Park, “for the senate must ad- 
vise and consent, or advise and re- 
ject, and an advisory function is in the 
nature of things a judicial function, and 
if judicial, as it evidently is, the severa, 
senators must be free from any inter- 
est, bias or prejudice. Therefore, nv 
senator should seek from the president 
nominations for others, for thereby he 
becomes in law and fact an interested 
party, and is, therefore, disqualified to 
advise or consent to such nominations. 
In such cases the senator is no longer 
a judge or an adviser; he is an inter- 
ested party or an active partisan, 
thereby evidencing a condition of mind 
that disqualifies the humblest magis- 
trate from sitting In the humblest court 
of state or nation. 

“Neither the senate hor a senator has 
anything to do with the origin of nom- 
fnations, but the senate may delegate a 
senator-or senators to obtain informa- 
tion as to the character and aualifica- 
tions of the hominee, and the senate 
may, in its corporate or collective ca- 
pacity, submit its advice or conclusion 
to the president. This seems substan- 
tially the beginning and the end of the 
power of the senate. . 4 

“Again, it should be noted that the 
‘advice and consent’ is not that of a 
senator, but the senate itself; that is, 
the senate in its collective or corporate 
capacity. For example, it was never 
contemplated’ by the framers of the 
constitution that a nomination should 
be determined by the senator of the 
state in which the nominee resides, and 
that the wish or action of such senator 
should be, out of courtesy, accepted or 
acquiesced in by the majoritv of the 
senators. For illustration, take the ac- 
tion. of the senate in rejecting two 
nominations to the supreme court made 
by President Cleveland by reason of a 
senator’s personal objection to such 
nominees, objections wholly personal 
and in no way relating to the qualifica- 
tions of the nominee, but acquiesced in 
by a majority of the senate through con- 
sideration of ‘courtesy’ to the objeoting 
senator. Manifestly such action is not 
the action of the senate, but of a sena- 
tor, and is in plain violation of the con- 
stitution, that makes the ‘advice and 
consent of the senate’ to be in terms the 
‘advice and consent’ of the senate it- 
self, in its collective or corporate ca- 
pacity. To conclude otherwise is to 
mock the constitution, to depreciate the 
senate, and to subject it to the op- 
probium of the people.

“All of the senators are interested in 
the confirmation or rejection of a fed- 
eral judge by reason of the fact that 
when a federal judge in one state is dis- 
qualified, by interest or sickness, or 
friendship or ctherwise, for holding a 
term of court in that state, the presi- 
dent has the power and authority to 
send a judge from another state for the 
purpose of transacting the business of 
the court. Therefore, every senator, as 
well as the people of the United States, 
are equally interested in the appoint- 
ment of federal judges in every state. 

“IT trust that my meaning is here 
made clear and with grace in my heart, 
I trust, towards all men and intended 
courtesy to all men, in this brief state- 
ment.”’

During this crisis in the national affairs, 
it is imperative that the medical resources 
of the country be so organized as to safe- 
guard the civil hospitals and civil popula- 
tion, and at the same time release as many 
men as may be possible for service with 
the army. 

The medical department of the army is 
faced with the responsibility of furnishing 
medical officers in large numbers for the 
proper examination of nrecruits and the 
manning of military hospitals. 

It is therefore requested that this let- 
ter be brought to the attention to the trus- 
tees and medical staff, and that the staff 
of your hospital be reorganized and, that a 
list be forwarded to the hospital commit- 
tee, council of national defense, Munsey 
building, Washington, D. C., within three 
days of the receipt of this letter. It is re- 
quested that this list shall give the names 
and addresses: 

1. Of hosptal. 

2. Of those members of the visiting, resi- 
dent and dispensary staffs who are needed to 
remain at home to man the civil hospital. 

3. A list of the members of the staff who 
can be spared. 

In the list of those who should remain at 
home and those who can be spared, indi- 
cate with the letters M. R. C., the men 
who are members of the medical reserve 
corps. Also in the Hst of those who can 
be spared, indicate those men who are not 
at present members of the medical reserve 
corps, but who are willing to become mem- 
bers. These should be urged at once to 
forward their applications to the surgeon 
general's office for membership in the medi- 
cal reserve corps. * 

It is important that these lists be prepared 
and sent in immediately. At least 10,000 
medical officers will be required and prob- 
ably more. Unless information such as will 
be afforded by the preparation of those lists 
is available as a source of informatiog to the 
office of the surgeon general, it will prob- 
ably be necessary te resort to other drastic 
measures. In this event great hardships 
would be worked upon many of the civil hos- 
pitals. It is to prevent disorganization of 
civil hospitals and interference with the civil 
activties that this list is requested. It is as- 
sumed that you may be counted upon for 
co-operation and prompt respwnse to this 
request.

New York, May 3.—There was a 
sharp break in the cotton market dur- 
ing today’s early trading, owing to in- 
creased nervousness over the export 
situation and the continued good 
weather in the south. Selling for a 


time was urgent and excited, with July 
breaking to 19.50 and October to 18.75, 
or 47 to 56 points below last nights 
closing figures. Rallies followed on 
covering and the close was steady, al- 
though the final quotations still show- 
_ ed net losses of from 21 to 35 points. 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 3 to 7 points, paying very lit- 
tle attention to the relatively firm ca- 
bles. Private advices attributed the 
advance abroad to trade calling, but 
the general feeling around the local 
ring was that it reflected increased 
apprehensions of inadequate imports. 

The large figures on tonnage lost 
through submarine activities and a less 
optimistic view of peace prospects 
seemed larwely responsible for the 
weakness here, although selling was 
also promoted by reports of improving 
crop prospects and a less active demand 
for cotton goods from domestic buyers. 
Stop-loss orders were uncovered on the 
reak, which carried the active months 
about 47 to 56 points net lower before 
the end of the morning, and approxi- 
mately $4 per bale below the high level 
of the week. At this level offerings 
became less urgent, and the market 
gteadied on covering. An official denial 
that as much tonnage had been sunk 
as indicated by some of the figures cir- 
culating, helped the afternoon rally, 
and closing prices showed a recovery 
of about 20 to 25 points on the more 
active months, with July quoted at 
19.76 and October at 18.96. 

Very few advices seemed to be reach- 
ing here from the south as to the spot 
situation. There was southern selling 
here on the early decline, which, how- 
ever, was attributed largely to liquida- 
tion on long contracts. No change was 
reported in marine war risks or ocean 
freight rates, and trading became quiet 
after the big forenoon break, with 
traders evidently waiting for fresh de- 
velopments.

New Orleans Down 24-35 Points. 


New Orleans, May 3.—Wide declines 
were forced in the cotton market here 
today by a selling wave which started 
on prospects of better weather condi- 
tions over Texas, and was swelled by 
offerings for both accounts, stimulated 
by the gloomy utterances overnight 
concerning the submarine situation. 
Additiona! selling orders came in from 
traders to the grain markets. 

At the lowest levels prices showed a 
net decline of 42 to 48 points. 

The opening was at higher levels, 
prices gaining 2 to 12 points on buying 
encouraged by better cables than due. 
Immediately after the opening call 
there was a flood of offerings and pres- 
gure steadily increased until about the 
middie of the morning, when early 
ehort sellers started to take profits. 
Much long cotton was thrown over- 
board on the decline, which carried 
July down 55 points from the high level 
scored around the opening. 

The steadiness of the spot market 
and its refusal to follow the decline 
in contracts, and reports that some 
statements concerning the work of 
German submarines were not. well 
considered, gave the market a some- 
what better tone in the afternoon, but 
it did not show any great recuperative 
power.

monthly report to the federal reserve 
board, stated: 
“Our nation’s entrance into the war 


gave a quickening impulse to all indus- 
tries connected with war activity and 
produced little or no change in other 
lines, the healthy conditions reported 
for March being well maintained. 

“The greatest interest being mani- 
fested is that of increased food pro- 
duction. As your representative in this 
district, I have for the past two months 
endeavored, through interviews with 
the press and letters to the bankers of 
the district, to draw public attention 
to the necessity of a large individual 
productiveness. The press has taken 
the matter up vigorously, and the 
bankers have entered into it with more 
spirit than exhibited in any previous 
movement. Some of the states have 
appointed specia) committees on foo 
production, but still more _ effective 
work is being done through local ac- 
tivity with the county as a unit. 
Boards of county commissioners, com- 
mercial clubs and U. 8. farm demon- 
strators have joined hands with the 
bankers and raised funds by yee 
subscription to furnish seed and fer- 
tilizer to the farmer for additional 
acreage where such help is needed. 
President Wilson’s appeal to the farm- 
ers of the south struck 2 responsive 
chord and awakened the producer to 
the importance of increasing the food- 
stuffs as an aid to the successful con- 
clusion of the war, and as a safeguard 
against want at home. 

Spring Work Delayed. 

“The heavy rains and cold weather 
delayed spring work, but with the 
weather more promising, the farmers 
are turning the soil and rushing work 
wherever possible. All indications point 
to a reduction in cotton acreage, par- 
tially on account of the spread of the 
boll weevil and the patriotic feeling 
awakened by _the president's appeal. 
There will be@ large increase in corn, 
sorghum, velvet beans, cowpeas, hay, 
peanuts and potatoes, as these prod- 
ucts will bring oe prices after the 
summer gardens have gone. There has 
been a great revival, especially among 
the city inhabitants, to plant home gar- 
dens, and manufacturing and mining 
companies have been urged to organ- 
ize their forces into garden clubs, with 
the result that more vegetables have 
been planted this year than ever be- 
fore. Many boys’ and girls’ canning 
clubs have been formed, but some fear 
is felt on account of lack of experi- 
ence in canning vegetables and fruits. 
It would be advisable that the depart- 
ment of agriculture or members of con- 
gress send out literature on the subject 
of canning vegetables and fruits, which 
is of especial interest at this time. 


Prices Continue to Rise. 


“Prices continue to go higher and the 
visible puppty of foodstuffs grows more 
scarce each week. 
idle lands, but labor and seed are 
scarce. Negro labor continues to move 
northward, and the high prices caused 
many farmers not to hold back anf part 
of their crops for seeding purposes. 
Many banks in the district are furnish- 
ing seed free and offerin rizes for 
the best crops and withholding credit 
from farmers who are not inclined to 
grow vuther crops than cotton. 

“Retail and wholesales of merchan- 
dise are considerably ahead of this 
time last year. 
large gains. Indications are that the 
huge government bond offer to the 
public will be quickly absorbed and 
will give every line of business a great- 
er stimulus.

Washington, May 3.—The French 
mission, headed by Rene Viviani, Mar- 
shal Joffre, and Admiral Chocheprat, 
left here this afternoon for a tour of 
middle western and eastern states, aft-

tives. 

The special train bearing the visitors 
is due in Chicago about noon tomorrow. 

Upon leaving Chicago the mission 
will proceed to St. Louis, Kansas City, 
Springfield, 1ll., Philadelphia, New York 
and Boston, returning to Washington 
probably in ten days. As a measure of 
safety the state department has with- 
held the routes to be traveled.

“If your national hero, George Wash- 
ington, could rise from his grave and 
behald today’s war he would himself 
proclaim that after a nation has cre- 
ated independence it is bound to defend 
it before all the world. and not only 
to maintain its own independence, but 
to create also independence for other 
nations. 

“We have sworn on the grave of 
Washington to fight to the end. Bu‘ 
not only has it been sworn on the gravsa 
of Washington, but also on the graves 
of uncounted soldiers who have fallen 
in this war. It has been sworn on 


the deatirbeds of those who have died 
in the hospitals of Europe, and it has 
been sworn on the cradles of the new- 
ly born. It has been sworn by every 
lover of freedom from the cradle to 
the tomb.” 

The French mission expects to com- 
plete its work here soon after its re- 
turn from the tour which begins to- 


day. Technical experts will remain 
here and report daily to the mission 
heads. Upon the work accomplished 


by the experts depends the length of 
the mission’s stay here. 

Many of the broad military, naval 
and financial problems are understood 
to be settled to the satisfaction of the 
French, and it is expected that the 
few remaining will be disposed of soon 
after the mission’s return. 

Several of the officials will not return 
to France for several months at least. 
Emile Hovelaque, general. counsellor, 
will remain to co-drdinate French be- 
nevolent activities here. 

M. Viviani spent several hours be- 
fore the departure from Washington 
téday writing reports for Paris. 

Vice Admiral Chocheprat spent the 
entire forenoon in conference with navy 
department officials. 

Marshal Joffre conferred with repre- 
sentatives of the war department and 
received the newspaper correspondents 
bidding them au revofir.
